denly in Washington—Inquiry Stopped 


For the Time Being. 


Washington, Sept. 24.—The Schley 


court of inquiry was brought to a 
sudden termination 
for the day 


eighteen minutes after convening 
this morning '"by the announcement 
of the sudden death of Judge Jere- 
miah Wilson, senior counsel for Ad- 


• miral Schley. 
The announcement 


was made to the court "by Hon. Isn- 
dor Raynor, assistant counsel, in the 
following language: 


"I have a very sad announcement 


to make to the court. 
I have just 


heard of the death of Judge Wilson* 
I left him at 10 o'clock this morning 
slightly indisposed. I was with him 
until late last night. I saw him this 
morning at 8 o'clock and left him at 
10. We have confirmed the rumor 
through the telephone that he has 
just died at the Shoreham hotel, and 
I would respectfully ask the court, if 
it meets with the approval of the 
court, to adjourn for today," 


Admiral Dewey said: 
"I have to announce that owing to 


the death of Judge Wilson, of the 
counsel, the court will adjourn for to- 
day until tomorrow morning." 


Mr. Baynor said that so far as he 


could now see the counsel for Ad- 
miral Schley would be able to pro- 
ceed tomorrow, but he added that 
there would be a desire to attend che 
funeral when it occurred. 


Admiral Dewey and Captain Leru- 


ley agreed that this detail could be 
arranged later. 


CAUSED CONSTERNATION. 


The announcement of Judge Wil- 


son's, death created consternation 
not only among members of the 
court, but among the spectators, and 
some minutes elapsed before people 
generally would accept the report, as 
the judge had been present in court 
all day yesterday, and while he had 
not participated to any great extent 
in the proceedings, he had. appeared 
physically active and wideawake to 
all that was said and done. 


The report first reached Hr. Raynor 


in the shape of a rumor a minute or 
two after Machinist A. B, Cloxton, 
of the Texas, the second witness had 
been put on the stand. Captain Par- 
ker and Mr. Teague, of Admiral 
Sehley's counsel, immediately went 
to the telephone. They returned iu 


a few moments, saying that the re- 
port had been confirmed. 


Mr. Kaynor then made his an- 


nouncement to the court and asked 
an adjournment for the day. 


ADMIRAL SCHLEY GRIEVED. 
All the members of the court, in- 


cluding counsel for the government 
and for Admiral Schley, expres-swi 
the utmost surprise and sorrow over 
the news, while Admiral Schley him- 
self said: 


"The news is so shocking that I

TELLS A STORY OF BLOODY PLOT 


Edward Saftig, Arrested in St* Louis, Relates 


Woolly Story of, the Conspiracy to 


Assassinate the President. 


St. Louis, Sept. 24.—The Post-Dis- 


patch today says^: 


Edward Saftig, arrested Monday 


afternoon suspected of petit larceny, 
' told Chief of Detectives Desmond to- 
day that he was one of three men who 
conspired to assassinate President 
HcKinley at Buffalo on September 6, 
and that he, Saftig, tied around Czol- 
gosss's hand th,e handkerchief that 
concealed the weapon with which he 
shot the president. 


THINKS STORY STRAIGHT. 
Chief of Detective Desmond, who 


talked all this morning to Saftig, is 
convinced that Saftig is telling the 
straight story of President McK;n- 
ley's assassination* The chief says 
that he will hold Saftig subject to the 
federal authorities. 


Saftig was arrested Monday after- 


noon on suspicion of having stolen 
articles valued at $4 from a depart 
mcnt store at Broadway and Morgan 
street This morning Chief Desmond 
was "talking to Saftig in his outer 
office when a detective remarked the 
striking resemblance the prisoner 
had to Czolgosz. Saftig said that he 
had on more than one occasion been 
taken for the assassin. In reply to 
Chief Desmond's question, ho replied 
that he knew Czolgosz and other an- 
archists. 
Chief Desmond immedi- 


took him into his private office 


and "sweated" him for several hours. 
Saftig told Chief Desmond that ho 
would tell all he knew regarding the 
plot to kill the president 
He pre 


faced his remarks by telling of his 
life prior to the present. 


SAPTIG'S STORY. 
/'"It was' on the Monday before the 


president was killed that I first knew 
that anything was to happen in an- 
archist circles," said Saftig. 
"On 


that date Frank Harrigan, an anar- 
chist that I -had known in New 
York and other eastern cities, located 
me and made an appointment for me 
to meet him at the Michelob saloon 
in this city. 


"I did not know before why I was 


to meet him. He knew ine of old and 
ho knew that my weakness was 
liquor. 
We both drank,but what I 


drank effected me most. 


"Harrigan told me that he wanted 


me to go to Buffalo with him. 
He 


said that there raras a man to be 
killed; a prominent man. 
I asked 


him who it was. 
He told me to wait 


and I would see. 


"I finally consented to go with liim 


We left here on Tuesday and got into 
Buffalo on Wednesday evening late 
Harrigan gave me $50 and paid my 


way there and gave me a return 
ticket to St. Louis. 


"When we got to Buffalo we went 


to a boarding house. 
I do not re- 


member the name of tthe proprietor 
nor the street where it was located. 
The mail was arrested after the presi- 
dent was shot. 


SAW 
CZOLGOSZ. 


"When we got into the boarding 


louse we saw Czolgosz. I knew him, 
having met fcim in Chicago several 
'ears -before. 
Caolgosz told me that 


he intended killing the president. He 
;aid he had gone ito Niagara Palls 
with that in view but had foiled. HeJ 
was to make -another attempt soon. 
Harrigan was present at that time. 
Harrigan told Czolgosz that he had 
better postpone it until rtfte president 
eft Buffalo. 


He said that there were so many 


detectives there that it was a sure 
hing that he would be caught Czol- 
gosz said he did not care if he was 
aught. Ho stud he would shoot the 
iresident (he called him *Mack>) 
where all people would know why he 
vaa killed. 


"Harrigan told him to go ahead. 


If money could save him lie would 
be saved. 


"Next day, Friday, I got up about 


10 o'clock. 
Czolgosz told me this 


was the day that the killing was to 
ake place. 
He asked me to tie a 


handkerchief around his hand. 
I 


did so and he placed a revolver in his 
land under the handkerchief. 
He 


asked mo if I could see that there 
was a weapon in liis hand. 
I said 


-hat I could not 


"Then he told me that I was to go 


to the Temple of Music. 
I was to 


fix up my hand the same as I had 
fixed his. 
If the guards allowed me 


get by he would have no trouble 


n getting by. But if they stopped 
me he would not try it. 


BOUND CZOLGOSZ'S HAND. 


"That afternoon we went out as he 


suggested. 
I tied the handkerchief 


about Ms hand. 
Mine was fixed up 


;he same way. 
Harrigan was to 


meet us at the grounds and 'he was to 
be immediately back of Czolgosz to 


revent any interference. 
"At the gate I weakened. I told 


Czolgosz that I would go back and 
get Harrigan to do what had been 
aid out for me. 
"I left Czolgosz then and I never 


saw him any more. 


A waiter named Pettit, who is em- 


ployed at 603 Ularket street, where 
Saftig boarded, told the Post-Dis- 
patch that Saftig was in St. Louis on 
rffce day President 2IcKinley was shot 
and that the two read bulletins of 
the tragedy in front of newspaper of- 
fices. He added that Saftig was a 
seeker after notoriety.

Just before the shots were fired I

Then the ar- 
tillerymen who toad been standing 
behind the president plunged for- 
ward, as also did Secret Officer Galla- 
gher. The prisoner was borne to the 
floor. 
Secret service men, Officers 


Ireland and Foster, were also in the 
group scrambling on. the floor about 
the defendant. 
At tho president's 


right stood Secretary Cortelyou nnc! 
back of 'him tho other officers anfi 
artillerymen. It seemed as if -all 
thesa men went to the floor in the 
mess. 
A few minutes

the 


prisoner vras lifted to his feet. 
He 


was struck in the face by one of the 
secret ui&ii and agaia went to the 
floor. He was then re-moved to or.e 
of the side rooms of -tha building." 


Mr. Quackenbush was shown a pho- 


tograph of the interior of the build- 
ing and indicated the points referred 
to in his testimony. 


Cross-examined by Judge Titus, 


Mr. Quackenbush told how the presi- 
dent was taken'from the building to 
the ambulance and where the pris- 
oner was at that time. 


On re-direct examination by Dis- 


trict Attorney Penney, Mr. Quacken- 
bush said that he stood in an elevated 
position, where he could see distinct- 
ly everything that transpired. 


He was present on the following 


day when photographs of the inter 
ior of the temple were taken. 
He 


stated that certain of the pictures 
shown in evidence were taken before 
any changes had been made, and 
others after a re-arrangement of the 
fixtures. 


On Teaching police headquarters 


the night of the shooting Mr. Quack- 
enbush accompanied District Attor- 
ney Penney to the office of Superin- 
tendent of Police Bull, where the 
prisoner was being examined. 


PKISONEE EXAMINED. 


"Tell us what transpired ther 


said the district attorney. 


"Mr. Penney and the assistant dis- 


trict attorney had somo conversntt 
and then the prisoner, in reply to 
questions, stated that he had killed 
the president because he believed it 
to be his duty. 
He understood the 


position in which he placed himself 
and was willing to take his chances. 


"He came to Buffalo and got m lino 


with the people at th? Temple of 
Music. 
The defendant told us how 


he concealed his weapon; how he kept 
his hands concealed in his pocket 
while waiting to reach the president's 
side. 
When lie reached a point in 


front of the president he fired. If 
he had not been stopped, he said, he 
would have fired more shots/' 


"Did he say anything about plan 


ning to kill the president on another 
occasion?" asked District Attorney 
Penney.

ASSASSIN'S REASONS. 


"Bid he give any reasons for wish- 


ing to kill the president?" 


"Yes; he said that he did not be- 


lieve in the present form of govern- 
ment or in any of the institutions of 
it" 


Continuing, Hr« Quackenbush raid: 
"He (Czolgosz) said he had for sev- 


eral years studied the doctrine of an- 
archy. 
He believed in no govern- 


ment, no marital relation; he at- 
tended church for some time, but 
they talked nonsense and he would 
not continue there." 


"He said he did not believe in 


church or state?" asked Mr. Penney. 


•'Yes, he said he believed in free 


love. He gave the names of several 
papers he had read—four of them—he 
mentioned one as Tree Society/ " 


•He mentioned 
several 
places 


where he had been, and where he 
heard these subjects 
discussed?" 


asked Mr. Penney. 


"Yes, he said he lived iii Cleveland, 


and that -before he ctime to Buffalo he 
had been in Chicago. He said he hal 
been influenced by the teachings of 
Emma Goldman and by another 
woman living in Cleveland, whose 
name I do2.'t recall." 


Mr. Titus then again took the wit- 


ness in hand. 


*Whac were the prisoner's actions 


while you were questioning him?" he 
asked. 


;'He answered all questions posi- 


tively and directly," 
replied 
Mr. 


Quackenbush. 


"Did he appear to be in any mon- 


tal excitement?" 


"He did not so impress me." 
"He seemed to be cool and not ex- 


cited or disturbed?" 


"He seemed to be disturbed, but 


not mentally/* was the reply. "He 
seemed to be suffering some pain and 
constantly applied a handkerchief to 
the side of his face where he was 
struck and complained that his eyes 
hurt him. He had no visible marks 
on his face." 


PISTOL IN CQTJKT. 


"What became of the pistol; do you 


know?" 


"I have it here," interposed the 


district attorney, as he showed a 
pasteboard box, but it was not offered 
as evidence at that time. 


Witness said: "The last time I saw 


it was at the time of the struggle. 


"Did the defendant at this time 


appear excited?" 


"Not at all." 
"Was he upbraided by anybody 


there?"

"I asked him to 
make a brief statement for publica- 
tion, and he wrote out the following: 


" 'I killed President McKinley be- 


cause I done my duty. I don't be- 
lieve one man should have so much 
service and another man should have 
none/ 


"This statement he signed. After- 


ward he made a statement 
of two 


hours' duration. At times he volun- 
teered information and went beyond 
a responsive answer/-* 


After a. whispered conference 
be- 


tween Judge Lewis and Judge Titus 
the latter asked several questions re- 
garding what Czolgosz said about his 
life. 
Mr. Quackenbush replied that 


the prisoner had said 
he attended 


school at Alpena, Mich. His mother 
died and his father remarried. They 
moved to Warrensville, near Cleve 
land. He did not like his stepmother 
and left <hor**e. Czolgosz had worked 
in wire works and had saved $400, 
$100 of which he gave to his father.

A number of ladies 
were given front seats among the 
spectators, more than Have been pres- 
ent at any other time during the pro- 
gress of the trial. At 1:53 the jury 
flled into the court room. 
A few 


minutes later Ceolgosr, shackled to 
his guards, was brought into court 
and taken to his seat :n front of the 
bar. 


Promptly at 2 o'clock 
Justice 


White took his seat on the bench nuU 
court was opened. 


There was a delay of several min- 


utes before the district attorney and 
the defendant's 
counsel appeared. 


The court room was quito r.nisy and 
for awhile the efforts of the sheriffs 
to restore quiet only made matters 
worse.

HAYS WILL COME EAST. 


CASSATT MAKES A THREAT. 


The Philadelphia 
Enquirer this 


morning published the following con- 
cerning the fight between the Penn- 
sylvania and the Wabash for Pitts- 
burg business: 


"A. J. Cassatt, president of the 


Pennsylvania Railroad company, has 
demanded of George Gould the sur- 
render of the Wabash railway sys- 
;em and the Wheeling and Lake Erie 
at a price which will net a profit to 
the Gouldc under threat of cutting off 
the whole of the Western Union tele- 
graph lines from the entire Pennsyl- 
vania railroad system, as well as 
from the Vanderbilt lines, which have 
agreed to tho deal. 


"This is a threat that means a war 


greater than any that has ever taken 
place in this country, and it is com- 
parable only with that of the Beech 
Creek and South Pennsylvania in 
1885, which resulted in the abandon- 
ment of these lines except as built, 
which were swallowed up by the Van- 
derbilts and the Pennsylvania. 


'The penalty means that the West- 


ern Union will suffer the greatest 
blow in its history and will lose 
many of its profitable lines, which 
will be turned over to its great rival, 
the Postal Telegraph company. 


"This ultimatum means more than 


any other railway deal in the history 
of this country. It is believed tha't 
the Goulds will accede to the demanc 
and that the Pennsylvania will not 
only add nearly 3,000 concomitant 
miles to its trackage, but will also 
get rid of a rival for the Carnegie 
steel business, which is the largest 
factor in the whole matter, resulting 
from a contract made by Mr. Car- 
negie with the Wheeling and Lake 
Erie before the United States Stee 
corporation was formed, and to carry 
out which the Goulds were trying to 
build a line into Pittsburg."

denly in Washington—Inquiry Stopped 


For the Time Being. 


•Washington, Sept. 24.—The Schley 


court of inquiry was brought to n 
sudden termination for the day 
eighteen minutes after convening 
this morning by the announcement 
of the sudden death of Judge Jere- 
miah Wilson, senior counsel for Ad- 


• miral Schley. 
The announcement 


was made to the court by Hon. Isa- 
dor Raynor, assistant counsel, in the 
following language: 


"I have a very sad announcement 


to make to the court. 
I have just 


heard of the death of Judge Wils.in. 
I left him at 10 o'clock this morning 
slightly indisposed. I was with him 
until late last night. I saw him this 
morning at 8 o'clock and left him at 
10. "We have confirmed the rumor 
through the telephone that he has 
just died at the Shoreham hotel, and 
I would respectfully ask the court, if 
it meets -with the approval of the 
court, to adjourn for today." 


Admiral Dewey said: 
"I liuve to announce that owing to 


the death of Judge Wilson, of the 
counsel, the court will adjourn for to- 
day until tomorrow morning." 


Mi*. Baynor said that so far as he 


could now see the counsel for Ad- 
miral Schley would be able to pro- 
ceed tomorrow, hut he added that 
there would be a. desire to attend i.ha 
funeral when it occurred. 


Admiral Dewcy and Captain Lem- 


ley agreed that this detail could he 
arranged later. 


CAUSED COKSTERHATIOIT. 


Tho announcement of Judge Wil- 


son's, death created consternation 
not only among members of the 
court, but among the spectators, and 
some minutes elapsed before people 
generally would accept the report, as 
the judge had been present in court 
all day yesterday, and while he had 
not participated to any" great extent 
in the proceedings, he hud appeared 
physically active and wdde-awake to 
nil that was said and done. 


The report first reached Mr. Haynor 


in the shape of a rumor a minute or 
two aCter Machinist A. B. Claxton, 
of the Texas, the second witness had 
been put on the stand. Captain Par- 
ker and Mr. league, of Admiral 
Schley's counsel, Immediately went 
16 tho telephone. They returned in 


n few moments, saying that the re- 
port had been confirmed. 


Mr. Baynor then made his an- 


nouncement to the court and asked 
an adjournment for the day. 


ADMIRAL SCHLEY GRIEVED.

ham hotel and that it had been due 
to acute indigestion and kidney ai- 
fection, 


Admiral Dewey said that he did 


not think the proceedings of ths 
court would be interfered with great- 
ly by Judge Wilson's death.

will be, he added, another adjourn- 
ment on account of tho funt-riil, but

Chief Desmond immedi- 


ately took him into his private office 
and "sweated" him for several hours. 
Saftig told Chief Desmond that ho 
would tell all lie knew regarding the 
plot to kill the president. 
Ho pre- 


faced his remarks by telling of his 
life prior to the present. 


SAFTIG'S STORY. 


"It was on the Monday before the 


president was killed that I first knew 
tha' anything was to happen in an- 
archist circles," said Saftig. 
"On 


that date Frank Harrigan, an anar- 
chist that I -had known in New 
York and other eastern cities, located 
me and made an appointment for mo 
to meet him at the Michelob saloon 
in this city. 


!I did not know before why I was 


to meet him. He knew me of old and 
ho knew that juy weakness was 
liquor. 
We both drank,but what I 


drank effected me most. 


"Hnrrigan told me that ho wanted 


me to go to Buffalo with him. 
He 


said that there rwas a man to be 
killed; a prominent man. 
I asked 


him who it was. 
He told me to -wilt 


nn4 J would sec. 


"I finally consented to go with liim, 


Wo left hero on Tuesday and got ^iito 
Buffalo on Wednesday evening late. 
Harrigaii gave me 850 and paid my 


way there and gave me a return 
ticket to St. Louis-. 


"When we got to Buffalo We -went 


to a boarding house. 
I do not re- 


member the name of the proprietor 
nor tlie street where it was located. 
The man was arrested after the presi- 
dent was shot. 


SAW 
CZOLGOSZ. 


"When we got inito the boarding 


house we saw Czolgosz. I knew (him, 
having met liim in Chicago several 
years before. 
Czolgosa told me that 


lie intended killing the president. He 
said he had gone ito Niagara Tails 
with that in view but had failed. He 
was to make -another attempt soon. 
Harrigan was present at that *U-me. 
Harrigan told Czolgosz that he had 
better po&t'poue it until rthe president 
left Buffalo. 


"He said that there were so many 


detectives there that it was a sure 
thing that he would be cav.-ght. Czol- 
gosz said he did not caro if he was 
caught. He said lie would shoot tlie 
president (he called him. 'Mack') 
where all people would know why he 
was lulled. 


"Harrigan told him to go ahead. 


[f money could save liim Ihe would 
he saved. 


"Nest day, Friday, I got up about 


10 o'clock. 
Czolg-osz told1 me this 


was the day that the killing was to 
take place. 
He asked me, to tie a 


handkerchief around his hand.

did so and he placed a- revolver In his 
hand under the 'handkerchief.

asked mo If I could see that there 
was a weapon in his hand.

"Then he told me that I was to go

Quacken- 
bush said that he stood in an elevated 
position, where lie could see distinct- 
ly everything that transpired. 


He was present on tho following

stated that certain of the pictures 
shown in evidence were taken before 
any changes had 'been inrule, and 
others after n re-arrangement of the 
fixtures. 


On reaching police headquarters 


the night of the, shooting Mr. Quar.Ic- 
enbush accompanied District Attor- 
ney Penney to the office of Superin- 
tendent of Police Bull, where the 
prisoner was being examined. 


PRISONER EXAMINED. 


"Tell us what transpired there,'' 


said the district attorney. 


"Mr. Penney and the assistant dis- 


trict attorney had some* converoption 
and then the prisoner, in reply to 
questions, stated that lie had killed 
the president because he believed it 
to be his duty. 
He understood the 


position in which lie placed him^o'f 
and was willing to take his chances. 


"He came to Buffalo and got in line 


with the people at tli-j Temple of 
Music. 
The defendant told us how 


he concealed his weapon; how he kept 
his hands concealed in his pocket 
while waiting to reach the president's 
side. 
When he reached a pnint in 


front of the president he fired. 
If 


he had not bet \ stopped, he said, he 
would liave fired more shots." 


''Did he say anything about phi li- 


ning to kill the president on another 
occasion?1' asked District Attorney 
Penney. 


"He said he had been watching tho 


president for three or four days for a 
favorable opportunity of shooting." 


ASSASSIN'S REASONS. 


"Did he give any reasons for wish- 


ing to kill the president?" 


"Yes; he said that he did wot be- 


lieve iu the present form of govern- 
ment or in any of the institutions'of 
•it." 


Continuing, Mr. Quackenbusli raid: 
"He (Czolgosz) said lie 3iad for sev- 


eral years studied the doctrliie of an- 
archy. 
He believed in no govern- 


ment, no marital relation; he at- 
tended church for some time, but 
they talked nonsense, and he would 
not -continue there." 


"He said he did not believe in 


church or state?" asked Mr. Penney. 


"Yes, he said he believed in free 


love. He gave the names of several 
papers he had read—four of them—he 
mentioned one as *Free Society.' "

CASSATT MAKES A THREAT.

sylvania nnd the Wabash for Pitts- 
burg1 business: 


"A. J. Cassatt, president of the 


Pennsylvania Railroad company, has 
demanded of George Gould the sur- 
render of the Wabash railway sys- 
tem and the Wheeling and Lake Erie 
at a price which will net n profit to 
the Goulds under threat of cutting off 
the whole of the Western Union tele- 
graph lines from the entire Pennsyl- 
vania railroad system, as well as 
from the Vanderbilt lines, which have 
agreed to tho deal. 


'This is a threat'that means a wai 


greater than any that has ever token 
place in this country, and it is com- 
parable only wilh that of the Beecli 
Creek and South Pennsylvania in 
1885, which resulted in the abandon- 
ment of these lines except as built, 
which were swallowed up by the Van- 
derbilts and the Pennsylvania. 


;The penalty means that the West- 


ern "CTnion will suffer 
the greatest 


blow in its history and will lose 
many of its profitable lines, which 
will be turned over to its great rival, 
the Postal Telegraph company. 


'This ultimatum means more than 


any other railway deal in the history 
of this country. It is believed tlia't 
the Goulds will accede to the demand 
and that the Pennsylvania will not 
only add nearly 3,000 concomitant 
miles to its trackage, but will also 
get rid of a rival for the Cnrnegi 
steel business, which is the largest 
factor in the whole matter, resulting 
from a contract made by Mr. Car- 
iiegie with the Wheeling- and Lake 
Erie before the United States Steel 
corporation was formed, and to carry 
out which the G-oulds were trying to 
build a line into Pittsburg."
